870,000 (or collecting a single claim 
against tho Government. While we 
would not commend this example to 
President Grant or his Republican suc- 
cessor, it still indicates the wide differ- 
ence between tho profits which men of 
talent and business capacity now re- 
ceive and thoso which they received 
eighty or ninety years ago.

at all.

"As I am somewhat of a reading 


man, also a man, ;of very tender feel- 
ings, I wish, through,your columns, to 
make a few remarks which I hope will 
be tbe means of letting the farmer have 
one day's rest. You never look at a 
paper but what some editor, doctor, 
lawyer, mechanic, vagabond, loafer, or 
somebody else, has a column of advice 
for the farmer.
